wounded. 


The hostile collision Is exactly what 


was apprehended by the representatives 
of the United States government in the 
lute Canadian conference. 
It is said 


by one of these officials that they ara 
aadly embarrassed in their efforts to set- 
tle the Alaskan boundary dispute by 
the British Columbia legislature, which, 
so far from endeavoring to secure * 
peaceful adjustment of the boundary 
difficulties, had, by the passage of ir- 
ritating legislation, don* much to retard 
air agreement. 


With infinite difficulty the joint com- 


missioners had succeeded in reaching 
an agreement to which all could sub- 
scribe, loking to the settlement of this 
boundary question, and of the conflict- 
ing mining interests generally. 
With- 


in a week the British Columbia legisla- 
ture had passed an act nullifying com- 
pletely all of the interests which Amer- 
ican miners had so painfully and ex- 
pensively acquired in the A Uln district. 
This caused great irritation, and was 
the subject of considerable discussion 
before the commission. It was believed, 
however, that with the ratification of 
the treaty, which was expected to be 
negotiated, carrying with it the pro- | 
vision for the settlement of the mining ! 
controversies, the obnoxious law would 
be vacated by the superior force of the | 
treaty. 
( 


Apprehensive of trouble in the event of 


the failure of that instrument, the United 
States and Great Britain reached an 
agreement is the nature of a modus ! 
Vivendi, roughly defining by certain ' 
landmarks the boundary between the i 
British and American possessions from j 
the Klondike section down to British 
Columbia. 
! 


The officials here cannot tell from the 


vague report brought by the Vancouver 
dispatch jwst where the collision took 
place between the American and Cana- 
dian miners, so it is impossible to tell 
who is at fault 
It is said, however, 


that the Canadians have been particu- 
larly aggressive in this boundary mat- 
ter right along; that they have several 
times advanced the lines of the boundary 
claimed by them, and that in each case 
this extension coincided or followed very 
closely the discovery of new gold fields 
In the vicinity. 


The indications- are that the United 


States government will be obliged to 
take some steps to police its side of the 
border in Alaska, in a method corre- 
sponding to the Canadian system. There 
will be nothing threatening in the adop- 
tion of such a course, for, in the official 
belief, there is much less risk of con- 
flict between the regularly organized 
and responsible bodies, like the Cana- 
dian mounted police on the one side, and 
the United States military forces on 
the other, than between bands of miners 
as opposed to the Canadian police. Con- 
sequently, it is probable that as soon as 
Colonel Ray arrives here from Porto 
Rico, or perhaps even before, the war 
department will take steps to organize 
a suitable force for this purpose. 


The reports sent by the United States 


army officers in Alaska refer to the 
Porcupine river locality, where this con- 
flict is reported. 
Lieutenant Richard- 


son reported that 18 prospectors bad 
gone up the Porcupine and Salmon 
rivers. He gave in detail the geography 
of the Porcupine and its sudden and 
dangerous floods in the spring, but did 
not indicate that any question existed 
as between the American and Canadian 
interests.

WITHIN THE TIME SET 


Final Exchange of Ratifications of the 


Peace Treaty Will Occur. 


Problem as to Prisoners 


Aguinaldo's Hands. 


In 


Historical Document Created by the Blowing 


Up of the Maine Off.Havana, 


Washington, March 18.—The flrat n«wa 


of the signature of the peace treaty by 
the queen regent of Spain was conveyed 
to Secretary Hay and the officials of the 
administration through a press bulletin. 
The secretary was naturally gratified at 
the action which he had expected would 
folio* the course of the cortes. The- ac- 
tion makes it possible to exchange the 
ratifications, and thus complete the 
treaty within the time set by the treaty 
itself as the maximum. 


The signing: of the peace treaty can- 


not in any manner affect the status of 
the Spanish -prisoners in the bands of 
Aguinaldo, for the United States gov- 
ernment is doing1 all that it can to secure 
their release. 
Still it is apprehended 


that the Spanish government, being 
able to address itself directly to the 
United States government as soon as the 
ratifications are exchanged, will not 
neglect to press the matter upon the 
attention of the state department, and 
perhaps will solicit authority to resume 
direct negotiations with the insurgents, 
looking to the release of the prisoners. 
The hope is entertained, however, that 
it may be unnecessary to decline such a 
request, for by that date the insurrection 
may have been quelled. If the Spanish 
government should insist, however, some 
disagreeable questions may be raised, 
involving the formal recognition of the 
insurgents by Spain, in which case "per- 
haps it might claim the right to deal di- 
rectly with Agumaldo. 


Contrary to an expectation that 


seemed to have obtained in some quar- 
ters, the signature of the treaty yester- 
day does not involve the immediate dis- 
charge of all the volunteer soldiers. 
It 


was stated positively at the state de- 
partment that legally the treaty does not 
go into effect until the ratifications have 
been exchanged, and it will further be 
necessary for the president to proclaim 
it before the people of the United States, 
including the soldiers, can know official- 
ly that the war is over. 


In all other respects, however, the 


state department will treat war as at an 
end. 
It is believed that the new Span- 


ish minister will come prepared imme- 
diately after malting the exchange of 
ratifications, to institute negotiations 
for a treaty of trade, commerce and 
amity. 


The tension between Spain and the 


United States over affairs in Cuba, which 
had existed for years, was brought to the 
breaking strain by the blowing up of the 
Maine, Feb. 15. 1898. On April 19 con- 
gress ordered armed intervention in 
Cuba, and on April 25 it declared war. 
After a campaign of 113 days, during 
which Pewey destroyed the Spanish 
fleet at Manila, the fleet under Samp- 
son annihilated Cervera's ships off San- 
tiago, and Santiago and Manila had 
fallen before the attacks of the Ameri- 
can army, Spain sued for peace. 


On Aug. 12, 1898, a peace protocol be- 


tween the United- States and Spain was 
signed. 
It demanded that Spain re- 


linquish ber sovereignty over Cuba, cede 
to the United States the other West 
Inata IslanJs, one of the Ladrones, and 
further provided for negotiations which 
should "determine the control, disposi- 
tion and future government of the Phil- 
ippine islands." 


In furtherance of these demands, 


which Spain accepted, Premier Sagasta 
on Sept. 4 introduced Into the cortes the 
following bill: "The government li au- 
thorized to renounce rights of sovereign- 
ty and to cede-territory in the Spanish 
colonies in accordance with the peaca 
preliminaries agreed upon with tha 
United States of America." 


On Sept. 13 the cortes passed the bill 


by a good majority, and the govern- 
ment was duly authorized to cede by 
treaty the colonies which should be 
agreed upon in negotiations with the 
United States, The Joint commissioner* 
met at Paris, and, after negotiation* 
lasting about 10 weeks, a treaty WM 
•Igned Dec. 10, U»S, which left the United 
States in possession of Porto Rico and 
other West Indian islands, Guam, In the 
Ladrones. and the Philippines, and 
Spanith awweignty over Cute wma re- 
signed.

belief of General Otis that a climax 
might come at any hour was not stated, 
but his assumption was based on the 
favorable reports he had received from 
various sources that the Filipinos were 
tired of the war and Agninaldo's leader- 
ship. It is believed a/t the war depart- 
ment that the method in which the 
Americans have conducted the fighting 
has done much to convince the Filipinos 
of the uselessness of trying to drive out 
the United States forces. 
The fighting 


has been of a different character from 
that to which they were accustomed 
when the Spaniards were in possession 
of Manila. 


General Otis' cable dispatch has caused 


a great deal of gratification. 
It was 


sent to the president at Thomasville, Ga. 
The preparations that have been under 
way to send further troops and supplies 
to the Philippines have not been cur- 
tailed, however. The light batteries 
which General Otis asked for will be 
sent, as they may be useful in future 
operations, and in case of disturbance 
in distant parts of the island.

CAUSES OF ENGLAND'S EXPANSION. 


(Prom The Spectator.) 


We believe most firmly that the ex- 


pansion of the empire is due to two 
causes, one economic and one moral— 
the moral being by far the more im- 
portant of the two. 
The economic 


cause we have already mentioned. It 
Is the adoption here of the policy of 
free trade. That has kept the pores of 
the body politic open, and made it 
impossible for the world to reproach 
us in their hearts, if not with their 
lips, as grasping and selfish monopo- 
lizers. We have forbidden no man to 
carry on an honest trade within our 
dominions, and we have asked no spe- 
cial and peculiar trade privileges from 
our dependencies and oversea posses- 
sions. That is, we have steadily re- 
fused to make the colonies or India 
tied-houses, who needs we alone were 
privileged to supply. That is the eco- 
nomic basis of the expansion of the 
empire. The moral basis is greater. 
Though with many failures and with 
some conspicuous blunders, as in the 
case of the creation of chartered com- 
panies, we have honestly and sincere- j 
ly tried to govern the subject races in j 
their, and not in our own. interests, 
while in tbe case of our own flesh and 
blood we have given them all the free- j 
dom and all the responsiblity that we | 
have claimed for ourselves. 
j 


The working out of this intention to 


govern the subject people of Asia and 
Africa not in our interests, but in 
theirs, has been assailed on every 
sidle; yet we have Instirctivelja, if 
blindly, managed to keep hold upon the 
true principle. The selfish and tbe 
short-sighted have urged us to do this 
or that thing which, though it might 
be bad for the native, would improve 
trade and "help our struggling- fellow 
countrymen here," 
The sophists of

Bird That Attracts AttMttoa 


Imam* Hundreds of Captives. 
a big bird store where ujtua are 


bnuurede of birds of many kinds inces- 
santly squawking, chirping and singing 
there is one that is free—a tiny tit- 
mouse. Tbe window is full of cages 
containing birds of various sorts, and 
one side of tbe store is lined witb bird- 
cage* stacked np high all along. But 
there it none that attracts so much at- 
tention as tbe little titmouse flitting 
about tbe store at will. At night it 
perches on a gas fixture in tbe window, 
and to that it comes back from its vari- 
ous excursions by day. 


Customers that come ir. to buy birds 


and birdcages and bird seed and one 
thing and another never fail to notice 
the titmouse. They may not notice an- 
other bird there individually, but their 
attention is sure to be attracted by this 
one as it darts about, free among so 
many captives, and they are likci^ i,u 
smile at it, they are so pleased with it. 
And sometimes children, looking in at 
the windows of the bird store, come in 
to tell the clerk that one of tbe birds 
has got loose. 


When it lias nothing else to do, the 


titmouse sits on its gas pipe perch and 
perks its head this way and that and 
looks about. Sometimes it whets its 
beak on the gas pipe. Every now and 
then it dashes off somewhere. If it 
wants a drink, it perches on tbe rim of 
a goldfish globe—for borne aquariums 
end stock for them are sold here as well 
as birds—no donbt to tbe great surprise 
of tbe goldfishes and certainly to that 
of tbe human beholders, who wonder 
that it doesn't fall in. it has to bend 
over BO far to reach the water. But it 
gets it, and when it has taken its fill it 
flashes back to its perch on the pipe in 
the window. 


The titmouse catches spiders and oth- 


er insects, and it feeds in the larger 
cages when it will. It goes in and out 
of tbem between tbe bars with perfect 
ease. It is a very little bird, even with 
its plumage in its natural form. With 
its feathers pressed against its sides it 
can get through a very narrow space- 
between the bars of a parrot's cage, for 
example—with ease. There are in tbe 
window a number of parrots' cages in a 
row. The titmouse almost flies through 
these cages, stopping in each perhaps to 
eat of tbe parrots' food, but they never 
molest it. Parrots that would bite at 
tbe finger of a man who should put bis 
hand near enough to tbe outside of their 
cage stand back in fright or sheer 
amazement when the little titmouse 
dashes in and perches on their-feed cup.

private life, or rather in life as a whole 
by refusing to make self-interest the 
base of action, we have done far bet- 
ter for ourselves than if we tried to do 
nothing but further our own aims. 
Here, as always, we have found by not 
seeking. To take a concrete example: 
Lord Cromer's success in Egypt has 
been due, if you search it to the bot- 
tom, not to his having taken up his 
task with a conscious and deliberate 
attempt to throw Egypt into tne lap 
of England, but because since he has 
virtualry ruled Egypt he has always 
tried to do the best for th* people and 
the country as a whole. That has been 
the duty he has put before him; that 
has been the object upon which his 
eyes have been fixed. Look at the re- 
sult. Egypt has prospered beyond all 
belief, and England has a far securer 
position there than if Lord Cromer 
had 
been trying to 
get 
Egypt 


for England rather than primarily 
to 
govern 
it 
well.

elsewhere honesty has proved the 
best policy. And here, too, we may 
add

Hence our Instinctive desire 
to obey a moral Impulse In the gov- 
ernment of subject race* has helped to 
quicken the nation throughout and 
to give it that energy and Dover 
which make for prosperity. By not

Four cups of flour, two teaspoonfuls 


possessions in other climes, we who are in 
the United States and who delight in 
things culinary may as well begin to 
study the dishes of the people who dwell 
nearer the eouator. 


Jt is a peculiarity of the people of the 


world that the hotter the climate the 
hotter the dishes—I mean, FO far as 
seasoning is concerned. Thus, Ihe man 
who was reared in Southern California 
or Mexico demands the Chili sauces and 
the seasoning: from that hot little pepper 
which our northern people could not rel- 
ish at all at first. 


As so many people have learned to eat 


hot tomal'S, I do not need to say that 
the appetite for highly-seasoned dishes 
is to a certain decree an acquired one. 
I confess that I have taken »ome I- ssor.s 
in eating "hot stuff," and that I like it 
orce in a while for a change. 


As some of those who read this col- 


umn may like to experiment in "Creole 
dishes," as someone has called them, I 
present a few recipes,** that class. First 
and best known of them is 


CHILI CON CARNE. 


Remove the seeds and veins from 10 


red peppers, and scald them until soft 
in sufficient boiling water to cover them. 
Mash them thoroughly with a potato 
masher, or pound in a mortar, then press 
through a colander, adding a teaspoonf ul 
of salt. Cut two pounds of round steak 
into inch-pieces and fry quickly until 
brown In a little butter or fat. Add the 
prepared peppers, one small onion and 
two cloves of garlic, chopped fine, one- 
quarter teaspoonful pepper, and suffi- 
cient cold water to cover. Stew slowly 
for three hours, adding more water from 
time to time as may be necessary. This 
is a favorite Mexican dish, and is 
worthy of a trial. 


CHINA CHILO. 


Cut into small dice sufficient cold boiled 


or roast mutton to measure one pint. 
Put into a saucepan with one-half pint 
good rich soup stock, one onion chopped 
fine, one head lettuce torn into pieces, 
one-half can peas, two tablespoonfuis 
butte&< one-half teaspoonful salt, and 
one pepper chopped fine. Cover closely 
and simmer slowly for an hour. Boil 
separately one cupful washed rice. When 
done turn the meat on a platter, put rice 
around for a border, and serve. 


EGGS, INDIAN STYLE. 


Chop fine one onion, put into a fry- 


ing pan with one tablespoonfui of but- 
ter and cook slowly till brown. Stir in 
one teaspoonful of curry powder and 
cook slowly five minutes. Add one 
tablespoonfui flour, and when brown stir 
In a cupful of good stock. When thick 
and smooth, add a tableepoonf ul of fresh 


nutmeg, three tablespoonfuis butter, foui 
tablespoonfuis sugar, one cup small rai- 
sins, milk to make sott dough (about one 
and one-quarter cups). Sift Hour, baking 
powder, salt, sugar and nutmeg together, 
rub in the butter, mix in the raisins, add 
the milk gradually, until a soft dough 
is formed. Turn on a well-floured board, 
divide in two parts, form each Into a 
round and roll until large enough to 
cover a pie plate; place in a greased pie 
plate and with the back of a large 
knife divide each' cake into eight 
sections. Bake about twenty minutes 
in a moderate oven. Rub together one 
tablespoonfui sugar and one of milk, and 
when the scones are baked brush tttem 
over with this syrup, put back in the 
oven for a few seconds, break apart and 
•erve hot or cold, as preferred. 


CHICKEN CURRY. 


Cut the chicken at the joints and re- 


move the breast bones. Wipe, season 
with salt and pepper, dredge with flour 
and brown lightly in hot butter. Put in 
a stewpan; fry one large onion, cut in 
thin slices in the butter left in the pan 
till colored, but not browned. Mix ont 
large tablespoonfui of cornstarch, one 
teaspoonful of sugar, and one table- 
spoonful of curry powder, and brown 
ihem in the butter. Add slowly one cup 
of water or stock and one oup of strained 
tomatoes, or one sour appla chopped, 
and salt and pepper to taste. Pour this 
sauce over the chicken and simmer one 
hour, or till tender, add one cup of hot 
milk or cream, boil one minute longer, 
and serve with a border of boiled rioe 


' CREAMY SAUCE. 


Cream one-quarter of a cup.pf butter, 


add one-half a. cup of powdered, sifted 
sugar, slowly, then two tablespoonfuls 
of fruit syrup and two tablespoonfuis of 
cream. Beat well, and just before serv- 
ing p'.are the bowl over hot water and 
stir until smooth and creamy, but not 
enough to melt the butter. It is not in- 
tended to be a hot sauce, and if the sauce 
becomes oily in heating, place the bowl 
in cold water and beat until smooth like 
thick cream. Omit the syrup if desired, 
and use instead half a cup of cream 
and one teaspoonful of lemon or vanilla. 
Nice on any hot pudding. 


SPONGE PUDDING. 


Boil one pint of milk, wet with a little 


add one-half a cup of powdered, sifted 
and one-third of a cup of cornstarch, 
and stir into the boiling milk. Cook until 
it thickens and is smooth, stirring con- 
stantly. Add a quarter of a cup of but- 


or dessicated cocoanut, one teaspoonful > ter, and when well mixed, cool it and 
chutney, one-half teaspoonful salt and i stir into it the well-beaten yolks of four 


eggs; then the four whites beaten stiff. 
Turn into a buttered shallow dish, place 
the dish in a pan of hot water in the 
oven and bake 20 minutes. Serve at 


one teaspoonful lemon juice, and sim- 
mer 10 minutes. Cut half a dozen thin 
slices bread and fry a golden brown on 
both sides. Foach six eggs, lay one on 
each piece of fried bread, pour sauce 
over them and serve. 


In sauces for meat and fish, the people 


of the southern countries excel. Here 
is one of their recipes which, as I know 
of no other appropriate name, I will 
call 


SAUCE PIQUANTE. 


Take an onion, chop very fine; one pod 


of red pepper, chop it, too; and one small 
clove of garlic, chop'ped so fine that you 
cannot detect it in eating it. Add a 
few sprays of parsley and thyme to this, 
add three tablespoonfula of sweet oil, 
two tablespoonfuis of vinegarg, one 
teaspoonful of salt; mix all these in- 
gredients together, and serve, with cold 
fish.

HASHED BROWN POTATOES. 


Chop four or five cold, boiled potatoes 


very fine, adding half a tablespoon of 
salt and e. dash of pepper. Heat one- 
third a cup of fat tried out of salt pork 
in the frying pan, put in the potato and 
cook quickly and thoroughly. Dispose 
on one side of the pan pressing into the 
shape of an omlet, and when well 
browned, drain off the fat and turn onto 
a platter, preserving the shape.

ONE-EGG LUNCH CAKE. 


One tablespoonfui butter, one scant cup 


of sugar, one egg, one and one-half cups 
of flour, three-quarters cup of milk 
(scant), three-quarters cup currants, 
one teaspoonful baking powder. Rub 
the butter to a cream, add the sugar 
gradually, then the well-beaten egg, sift 
the flour and baking powder together, 
add the flour and milk to the mixture, 
beat well, then add the currants. Beat 
up nice and put in a loaf pan lined with 
greased paper, or bake in small patty 
pans. 


SUGAR COOKIES. 


Beat one cup of butter to a cream, add 


two cups of sugar and beat until light 
Beat two eggs light without separating, 
and add te *>>e butter and sugar with 
one-half cup of sweet milk. Add three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder to one cup 
of flour, mix with the batter, then mix 
with flour enough to roll out, but as 
soft as possible, the softer the better. 
Cut with a sharp, round cutter and bake 
until a light brown in a .quick oven. 


NEW YORK GINGERBREAD. 


One cup sugar, one-half cup melted 


butter, one-half cup milk (or water), 
two and one half cups flour, one tea- 
spoonful ginger, one teaspoonful soda 
and two of cream tartar. Another way 
is to add one teaspoonful of vinegar and 
one egg, to the recipe as given above. 


HERMITS PUDDING. 


One cup sugar, one half cup molasses, 


two eggs, two-thirds ' cup shortening 
(half lard and half butter), one-half cup 
sweet milk, one-half teaspoonful all 
kinds pf spice, one-half, cup raisins, 
seeded and chopped, one even teaspoon- 
ful soda, two of cream tartar, wad flour 
to mix quite stiff. Bake. 


FRIED OYSTERS. 


Blanch oysters and dry on a. cloth be- 


fore frying to save the fat from spat- 
tering, and when the egg and cracker 
crumbs are brown the oysters are suffi- 
ciently cooked.

propriation for tbe construction of the 
works. Several pieces of property were 
offered tbe government A board of 
•officers was appointed to inspect these, 
and one was finally selected, but it was 
not until nearly the end of the final 
session of the Fifty-fifth congress that 
the necessary money was appropriated. | 
Now that funds are available no time 
is to be lost in having the site selected, j 
turned over to the government and i 
work on the buildings begun 


One of the new magazines, probbaly 


the largest, will be bnilt on the Pali- 
sades near Edgewater and nearly op- 
posite Grant's tomb, on the Hudson 
river. The property was inspected re- 
cently and was reported as being the 
most suitable for the purpose. It will 
have arfrpntage of several hundred feet 
on tbe Hudson river and will extend 
to the cliffs.

America's interest in maintaining

Into active part- 
nership in this question of the "open 
door'* America has been brought by the 
conquest of the Philippines, because it 
baa brought her frontier within the cir- 
cle of the pohtjcal contest. Her com- 
mercial interest is inherent and ex- 
panding Her political participation is 
involved because of her conquered ter- 
ritory. In this question of tbe future of 
China, then, America is personally and 
actively interested, and with the future 
of China that of all this tar eastern 
world ia involved. 


Any discussion of the Chinese ques- 


tion' that ignores the interior of the em- 
pire is incomplete and may be mislead- 
ing. To confine the attention of the 
world to the coast line regardless of 
what lies in the hinterland is the op- 
posite of wisdom. True, in the present 
stage of China's development those 
parts of tbe empire not accessible by 
water—although very easily made ac 
cessible—are little known and not much 
reckoned with. But the advent of the 
railroad will change all that 


As an example, take tbe case of the 


inland province of Yunnan Howmnch 
is known of it? Its present mineral pro-

The war told us our 
needs and proved that the government 
should own its own plants, and New 
York ia the place where tbe largest and 
best magazine should be bnilt." 


The plant on the Hudson river will 


cost about $600,000. It is expected that 
the work will be begun within the next 
few months and that early in 1900 it 
will be ready for use. Another plant, 
which will be somewhat emnllrr, ^ to 
be erected at the naval proving jiounds 
at Indian Head, a abort distance from 
Washington. The main feature of this 
plant will be tbe factory for the manu- 
facture of explosives, most of whicb 
will be made of smokeless powder. Like 
tbe plant to be erected near New York, 
all modern machinery and appliances 
will be naed. The power and heat, so 
far as possible, will be obtained by 
means of electricity. Tbe Indian Head 
plant will cost about 1400.000, and. it 
is expected, it will be completed by Jan. 
1, 1900. More than $100,000 has been 
expended for new machinery and in- 
struments that were installed in the 
magazine at Fort Lafayette, and so far 
as could b* learned it is tbe purpose 
of the navy department to continue to 
operate that plant in conjunction with 
the others.— New York Time*.

How little account is taken in 
the public min*d of what such a phrase 
means I With the "open ports" along 
the lower course of the river we may be 
supposed to have a somewhat indefinite 
knowledge. Bnt when at 1,000 miles 
from tbe sea tbe river breaks through a 
series of mountain ranges and carries 
one through gloomy recesses and stu- 
pendous canyons across the border of 
Scecbuen most persons would probably 
call a bait, as being far enough from 
home. Bnt really we stand upon tbe 
edge of a new kingdom begirt by 
mountains on every side, separated by 
nature from the coastwise provinces. 
In this western province, largest and 
richest of all, with 40.000,000 of peo- 
ple, a practically inexhaustible soil and 
with untold mineral wealth beneath the 
surface, lies one of the most promising 
markets of the future. 


Szecbuen has everything bat cotton 


to wear and machinery for realizing 
her mineral wealth. America has cot* 
ton and machinery to supply the lack 
One Chicago firm—Fraser ft Chalmera 
—has supplied a lance plant for mining 
ftiad in tbe extreme western part of tut 
province, even under tbe present la- 
mentable lack of connnnications.

the markets of the world with nnrecfc- 
oned demands to be supplied. 


In order to secure this market by the 


establishment of proper and adequate 
communications two things are needed 
First, an "open door" must be assured. 
There must be no uncertainty as to its 
future disposal in tbe public mind, else 
commerce, that moat sensitive of 
barometers, will fall so low as to be 
practically out of sight 
Let tbe inter- 


eatecrprodncing nations of the world— 
Germany. England, America—see that 
an "open door" is secured and main- 
tained. Men and nations have hitherto 
shown a faith in tbe future of Szecbuen 
by sending missions on commercial er- 
rands to inspect and report on it, and 
it is an open secret that more than one 
of the nations now exploiting China 
would be more than pleased with Sze- 
chnen to keep as a national closed pre- 
serve, with very long notices warning 
off all others as trespassers. This must 
not be, need not be, if those most in- 
terested stand by a principle that in as 
just as it is advantageous to Chinese 
and foreigners alike—a guaranteed 
"open door'' and no favor. Let England 
be the guardian of tbe Yang-tse valley, 
including as it does the fairest lands of 
China, in the interests of civilization 
and the civilized world. 


Second, while securing to China her 


rights in the case and incidentally tbe 
rtghts of all concerned in the manner 
above indicated, see also that China is 
made to act up to her sharo in such an 
agreement. The bickerings, the duplic- 
ity, the inefficiency and senseless hatred 
of the foreigners, bolstered up by the 
official class, must all be discounte- 
nanced by China in good faith. To the 
future of China's many people as well | 
as to the freedom of all foreign inter-1 
course with the empire this should he 
insisted upon. 


China should be preserved in terri- 


torial integrity for the good of tbe peo- 
ple and the expansion of all legitimate 
commerce and intercourse with other na- 
tions. To do this would involve an enor- 
mous extension of foreign influence and 
active direction of Chinese affairs by 
competent, honest foreign officials. Tbe 
customs, now under control of Sir Rob- 
ert Hart, is a conspicuous example and 
huge success. Extend such control till 
tbe present race of inefficient mandarins 
baa either died off or been changed, and 
from this hppe may spring for all the 
future. 


Tbis country ia now at a crisis and 


tbe people are prepared for advance. As 
it is, with the changes rapid and radical 
at Peking,,the people are bewildered 
and are venting their anger and discon- 
tent in various ways. 
Indeed we have 


all the disorders of a revolution {9 creed 
and customs without the revolution 
Into this seething east—for in manj 
ways China is the far east, at least the 
far east is meaningless without China 
—into all this possibility the United 
States has stepped by taking the Philip- 
pine* And now that aba may keep 
them and from that vantage ground 
bring her nnsurpawed powers to bear on 
tbe problem set before tbe custodians of 
a progressive civilization is the ardent 
wish of such as work for a new east 


Time was, and now ia, when men be- 


lieved in the mission of America among 
tbe nations of tbe world. Something 
more (ban tail aggrandisement, or prof- 
itable commerce, tbovjh not inconsist- 
ent with it, is ib« power underlying 
tbe demand that America keep what she 
bat "won. ' Sentiment has been placed 
among tbe virile virtues, and the men 
who fooght to make Cuba free will not 


in carrying the mission cf the nation 
to these politically enslaved peoples of 
the far east 


Why should we be scared at the taunt 


of imperialism ? Tbe imperialism of a 
free manhood working out its desire 
and destiny for the freedom of others is 
not so common a thing that we need 


all j fear for it A hundred years ago Amer- 


ica was in need of svch stimulus and 
help as today she is capable of rendering 
to others. In giving this she will be 


designeis as most practical. For utisi- 
ness and social wear tbe sack, cutaway 
and frock coats were shown, the taste 
of the wearer being allowed variety in 
the styles given him for waistcoats.

A TRUST TAMER, 


How General Wood E»tabH»h«d the 


Price of Bleat In Santiago. 


When General Wood, late colonel of 


the rough riders, assumed charge of 
Santiago de Cuba, the conditions of the 
place were about as bad as they could 
be. The city was Americanized from a 
sanitary point of view. Tben the ques- 
tion of food. Meat bad gone up to 90 
cents a pound and was scarce at that 
Bread sold for fabulous prices. Very 
goon there came a change. Provisions 
began to come from tbe ordinary 
sources. As the supply increased, how- 
ever, there was no diminution of prices. 
General Wood sent for the aldermen 
representing the different wards of the 
city, and he also summoned tbe butch- 
ers. When they were assembled in his 
office, be arranged them in two lilies, 
facing one another. Then, through an 
interpreter, be asked tbe butchers: 


"How much do you charge for your 
meat?" 


"Ninety cents a pound, senor." 
"What does it cost you?" 


! 
There was hesitation and a shuffling 


«of feet. Tben one of the men said in a 
whining voice: 


"Meat is very, very dear, your excel- 
lency." 


"How much a pound?" 
"It costs us very much, and"—- 
"How much a pound?" 
"Fifteen cents, your excellency, but 


we have lost much money during the 
war, and"— 


"So have your customers. Now meat 


will be sold at 85 cents a pound, and 
not a cent more. Do you understand?" 


Then, turning to tbe aldermen, he 


charged them to see that his order was 
carried out to the letter, unless they 
wanted to be expelled from ctice. 


Thenceforward meat was sold in the 


markets at 25 cents. A similar reduc- 
tion was made in the prices'of bread, 
vegetables and all food products. It 
was the first showing of the master 
hand to the public, and confidence in 
the American methods of administra- 
tion 
strengthened 
rapidly. — Fort-
